Despite the conrpletlon of a auwber of important conctmctlon projecte of the 
Bmtallupgloal and cheadcal Inluatry In the eastern regions of the VSm, and the 
cc)B5>letlon of nearly om million square meters of houelng In eastern enterptrlees 
in the last 3 yo&TF,, eabtern construction vorJcers of the Ministry of the Constr\iotl<m 
of Hea^y Industry greatly In debt to the State. A jaaS^r of 

netallurglceLL and chemical ishops an! units have not been completed on ooh^duls. 

A oonsldorahle part of the houaliig plan was not net by eastern oon^rtmotlon 
trusts. Hie plan for worloer productivity and utilization of construction naohlx^ry 
was also not fulfilled. 

In 1949, construction workers of heavy industry of the eastern regions nurt 
build a large noabar of open-hearth fximacee, rolling ndlls, and coke batteries, 
must expand the ore t-aee of ferrous and norferrous antallurglcal enterprises, 
provide further development of the power capacity In these regions, and ocsiplete 
other chief ptcojcots In untallurglcal and chemical, enterprises, he well as 
construct more than 500,000 square meters of housing. In 19 ^^ these wurkers 
have pledged to; 

Ifechanlze 73 peicont of excavation work, 77 percent of concrete laying, 

50 percent of plastering, 60 percent of carpentry work, 97 percent of assenbllng 
steel structures, and 50 pesxent of loading and unloading operations; 

Increase labor productivity 2 percent above plan; 

Utilize high-speed contlnuou*^ methods In 55 percent of all housing parojects. 

Eastern construction workers have appealed to workers of thoaetalluxglwal, 
chemical, and machine-building Industries to supply equlpsient and necessary 
plans and estimates for construction projects either .on schedule or ahead of 
schedule .

Many organizations and enterprisos in Khat irovsk, Kray are aaking illegal or 
impractical use of funa.s allocated to them for capital construction proJeotB. The 
"Sihelektronbntazh'^ (Siberian Electrical Assembly) Constructlcn and Aseeab^ 
Administration has proved lt»lf an exception to the general rule by fulfilling 
the 19^ plan 141 percent, exceeding the first -quarter 1949 plan by 100 pewout, 
and realizing more than 500,000 rubles In above-plan accumulatious during the 
first nuarter. Workers building the Buberold Plant have substantial^ increased 
construction speed and exceeded the first-quarter plan by 100 percent. 


The "Glavamurrybprom” (Main Administration of the Amur Fish Ind uatr y), 
has been granted tremendous eiuas for capital construction by the Gover^nt, haa 
wasted more than 38 million rubles by invest ing in varloiw projects lAicli have 
never been ccmpleted. The Nlzhre-Amur Smte Flsli Trusu (chief, 
frezon more than ^ million rubles in unccaiq:lete projects, while the needs of the 
trust for housing, additional docks, and varehouaes are ortremoly great. 


In 19U8, "Glavamarrybprom'* Illegally used more than 15 million rabies of Trorklng 
capital fer capital construction, -fhlle It had wasted 5 million ^ v 

projects. Similar conditions prevail in the Fray Local Muetry (he^, YruMoT|^y ^ 
which has not made satisfactory use of Its credit. In 19H8,nono of the 12 local- 
Imdustry prelects uider construction were completed. Look of close accounting ^ 
constructlcn ’areas has resulted in crises of miBapproprlatlon and loss of 
and mterials. The Khebarovsk Meat Trust has lost '^,000 rubles by misappropriation 
of materials since 19*H.

Many construction sections have not. been maetlng* their monthly pl«ia. -The 
Snetensk Ship Bepalr Plant Is lagging behind the schedule for completion of 
additional plant space and housing area. The construction section of the plant 
complotad only 50 percent of the first -quarter, plan. The '’Sibtsvetmetatroy 
(Coictructlon of Siberian Nonferrous Metallurgical Enterprises) has been orttiolzed 
for falling to organize construction work and maintalu labor discipline,, with tn© 
result that huge losses have been Incurred. Manpower and supplies 
in a number of construction projects of the metallurgical Industiy, with ths result 
that these projects are not being completed on schedule.
